‘depth. ‘The city government have abdicated 
their powers before an indignant populace, 
-and the duties of the Board of Health are 
devolved upon a committee of the citizens, 
~The public school-houses are turned into 
hospitals, and the chief business of the living 
is to take care of the sick and dying, and to 
bury the dead. Many members of thie city 
government, and probably not less than ten 
>thousand of the citizens, have fled. The 
stillness of the Sabbath reigns, while death 
is doing its work. ‘The newspapers do not, 
it is said, report half the cases, because all 
the forms of law are paralyzed, and officers 
;do not discharge their duties. A dulness, 
nervousness, and lack of energy are mani- 
fested by every one. ‘Ihe atmosphere is 
hot and humid.
